A little late but never-the-less we 
are wishing you all a prosperous 1945, 
with planting time just-around the 
corner we will be in our usual place 
to greet you all. 


In years past we have always told 
you something about our doings af- 
ter close of the busy season the pre- 
vious year, haven’t much to tell this 
time. With gas rationed and no 
chances to buy more tires couldn’t 
go any place unless we walked—same 
thing again, shoes being rationed, 
didn’t want to wear out what we 
had, therefore we stayed at home, did 
what we could to help win the war. 
Bought more war bonds, paid taxes 
and tried to raise a crop on our Big 
40 acre farm. 


As to the Seed Business, don’t. be 
too surprised when you look over our 
prices as some of them would almost 
surprise anyone, even us. Guess it 
can’t be helped during the duration. 


If you will only stop to think what 
bal. 
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you can save by raising that Victory 
Garden the cost of the seeds won’t 
look so big. There may be a few 
kinds of seeds that we have carried 
in stock other years we are unable 
to get this season, altho a very few. 


Perhaps it wouldn’t be a bad plan 
to get your seeds early while our 
stock is complete. We may not be 
able to get more when our first sup- 
ply is gone. | 


We will try to have enough for all 
at a fair price. There is a ceiling 
price on some of the field seeds which 
we are below on all. You will find 
a complete list of such ceiling prices 
elsewhere in the catalog. 


As to a shortage of seed we know 
there is a big shortage of Alfalfa and 
Clovers, so my advice to anybody 
that is in need of either had better 
order at once’as we know we will 
not be able to fill all orders of Al- 
falfa later.
